1. At present 35*000 copies of the weekly Fast Qaraan edition 
of tha Telearaf are printed In Berlin and distributed in the Soviet 
2(me, It is es^oted that this noabar will be Inereased to 40,000 
vl^ln two weeks. Of the saall edition of Die Wye Zeltun* . 20,000 
copies are distributed together with the Telearaf . 

2. The Issue of 16 April had to be oaltted because seae aea- 
bers of the argcmlsatlon Qpemp Garull had been arrested la the .Soviet 
Sector of Berlin and all other Beabers who were known by the arrested 
had to be cllalnated. The distribution systea was reorganlaed so that 
each participant therein knows only three others and has no connection 
whatsoever with the regular Telesraf personnel. 

3. Of the 35*000 copies, 8.000 are kept in Berlin and dls~ 
tribttted froB there through the following ehaimelsi 



a. Cyles are left openly on all statims In the Western 
Sectors to trains which are travelling Into the -Soviet 2oae. 



b. Papers are put in packages on freight trains, eapeclally 
on those going eapty to the Senftcnberg coal area, where the packages 
are recovered by wewbers of the distribution erganisatlon and banded 
out aaong the workers. So far, this method has wcrkad excellently, 
without Incident. 

e. Papers are left on the stations In the Bastera Sector 
In envelopes. Wo untoward indents have oecured to date through the 
use of this arrangeaent. 

d. Copies are deposited on twelve trucks going regularly 
fr«B Berlin to the Sastern Zone. The drivers well then and keep the 
■oney for theawelves. 
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• • Bditlont tr« Mnt by aall to all the better-known 
8BD fttnetloiiarles In the Zone, partieitlarly in the Provlnee of 
Brandenbarg, with Berlin SB3> fhnetloaarles listed as senders* These 
letters are Balled froe post offlees in the soviet Seetor* One 
Ineldent has eeeured in vhleh one of the Baabers of the distribution 
orgaaiaatloB vas arrested while bringing sobs of these envelopes to 
a post offlee in the Soviet Seetor* It It presuaed that this happened, 
ho«rever» only beeause he first stopped at a ftaraer Telsaraf offlee and 
vas therefore searehed. The Ineldent vas not without its brighter side, 
however* sinee It afforded proof to the Soviet Seetor poliee of the 
anrellaolllty of soae of the 32D leaders t none of thea had ever 
stated that he vas reeelvlng the Bast Zone edition by aall* 

f* Copies are Bailed in paekaget using the TribttBe 
envelopes. In one instanee 8.000 papers were sent dlreetly fToa the 
Berlin offlee of the Tvibawe together with eoples of this paper* 

4, The reaalnder of the Bast Zone edition Is sent to BTsakfurt/ 
Main tqr air and distributed froa there as follows! 

a* One aan near Hof who has eighty newspaper vendore In 
ThHringen transports the papers by regnlar truck delivery to post 
offlees In the Soviet Zone fToa where the peokages are nailed to the 
vendore through cover addresses. 
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b* A aan loeated near Fhlda who has thlrty-flva wanders, 
sltuatad aalnly In ThSrlngeni utilises the saae delivery process des- 
cribed In 4a above* 

e* One aeaber of the distribution organisation is stationed 
at tha autobahn nsar Barsfald* He delivers papers by trucks traveling 
regularly on tha autobahn. This systsa alona is usad to dlspatdi 
approxlnately 10,000 papers each week togethar with additional ceplas 
of the Heue Zeitmw . 

d* Oallvery is aala by on aan near Halastedt through 
illegal border erossira* The main targat of this distribution eantar 
are the industrial eentars in Saxony. 

e* Okie aaabar of the organisation near Lfibeek, who haa good 
eonneetlons with the loeal Tolkapolisei, effaets delivery by ear aeroaa 
the border and on tbs ships sailing to Stettin, Etalgsbarg, ete* 

5* All aaabers of this outllnad dlstrlbutlmi systaa. without 
exeaptlm), are people iriio have lived until new in the Sovlei Zone. 

They are not regletared with tha polio# of the towns of tbs U.S. or 
British Zones la wbieh they live* They know oi^ CAMUST hlaself and 
are net aeouaintad with aaeh other. All apeak bgUah and know personally 
the H.s. or British alUtary pollos.wan in eharge of their section of the 
border and iriio have been fully Inforaed by Beaners as to their trans- 
aations* In two Instanees tbesa AUiaC offieials have given aid to 
aeabers of the distribution organisation whan the latter were eimfbonted 

by Western Zone Oeraaa poUee* 
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
